Nothing  mure  Hr\m.  noUi 
ing  more  terrible,  could  be  imagined  than  llie 
af)pareiit  wrcrkaRp  of  human  hopcb  tliat  on  tht 
iTiday  of  the  passion  strewed  the  summit  of  "tlu- 
lilll  called  Calvary."  The  one  life  which  seemed 
to  promise  hope  for  humanity  living  together 
in  decency  and  brotherllness,  was  foully  mur- 
dered. One  more  tragedy,  and  that  the  most 
tragic  oi  ail  possible,  had  been  added  to  the  long 
list  that  spelt  faUnre.

And  If  the  Church  has  at  any  time 
given  way  to  pessimism,  it  was  a  departure  from 
the  victorious  spirit  engendered  on  the  first 
Easter  morning.  For  Easter  recalls  and  con- 
firms the  cosmic  truth  that  the  universe  is  keyed 
to  the  principle  of  fellowship  and  that  therefore 
all  embroilments  and  hates,  all  defeats  and 
failures,  are  doomed  to  be  swallowed  up  In  the 
vast  ongoing  ul  iiif  iile  which  brought  the  Bon 
of  Man  fiMI  tha  daML 

Easter  sharpens  the  hope  of  the  ongoing  ol 
personality  and  gives  that  hope  sutMtance  and 
authority.  The  proclamation  of  the  Christian 
gOipel  to  the  world  of  its  first  preaching  not 
only  refreshed  the  jaded  souls  of  men,  but  Us 
message  of  tha  life  that  lies  bahlnd  the  vaii 
wonderfully  cheered  thei;  •  pair.  Agnoattelai: 
as  to  life  after  death  was  then  prevalent.  The 
inscriptions  on  the  Pompetan  tablets  or  the 
papyri  letters  rescued  from  Egyptian  .sand.s  :>t 
test  that  naeh  stared  at  death  as  that  which  put 
H  stop  to  everything.  The  attitude  was  similar 
to  that  whteh  marfei.aMMV  wdaOt  ta  oir  pres- 
ent day. 

Over  againat  tblt  Baiter  Is  a  reminder  of  the 
fact  of  the  continued  personality  of  Jesus 
Christ.  He  was  one  traveler  who  returned  from

Splendid  home.s  of  pros- 
perous farnirr.s,  the  cottage.s  of 
those  .strlvlnt,"  t  '.vard  independence 
or  the  log  r,i  r.  .i  new  settlers, 
great  barns  and  stables  with  big  red 
.silos,  little  sheds  and  cattle  shel- 
ters, all  tell  their  story  to  the 
thou^tful  traveler  as  he  passes 
comfortably  along  the  road. 

At  New  Westminster  he  finds  a 
prosperous,  thriving  and  ambitious 
city  where  only  a  few  decades  ago 
v.a.s  a  'Hiall  village  even  then  im- 
portant as  the  capital  of  the  lower 
Mainland  colony.

Eaakward  from  Langley  Prairie 
the  motorlat  continues  through  a 
rich,  mixed  farming  area  and  passes 

many  prosperous  communities, 
such  as  Murrayvllle,  Aldcrgrove  and 
Abbotsford  Jle  also  sees  the  great 
reclaimed  bed  of  Sumas  Lake,  where 
thousands  of  acres  are  now  produc- 
ing valuable  crops  of  hops,  clover 
seed  and  other  produce,  although 
under  water  a  few  years  ago.  Travel- 
ing across  ^  salvaged  prahle  land, 
he  may  step  and  egimlne  the  canal 
whidi  dralm  it  or  the  great  dykee 
which  proteet  It  from  submersion. 
Arriving  at  Blrdls  and  ChUIlwack. 
he  finds  himself  In  the  lenlre  ot 
Brlti.sh  Columbia's  greatest  riiirv 
farming  centre  Numerous  hei  : 
excellent  dairy  cattle  Will  be  tuund 
razing  oh  Summer  pasture,  and 
these,  with  odd  sheep,  xefleet  the 
peace  and  ooallRlMMllt'  ef  the 
countryside. 

Continuing  ea-stward  on  his  route, 
the  motorist  aiTlve^  at  Ro.sedale, 
where  he  may  once  more  diverge 
and  cros.s  the  river,  a  lew  miles 
beyond  which  lies  Agasslz,  Harrison 
Lake.  There  he  may  revel  in  the 
warm  waters  of  the  springs  or  en- 
joy boaUng  on  the  beau!uul  waters 
of  the  lake.  He  also  may  examine 
the  crops  and  livestock  of  the 
Agasslz  Experlm'^ntal  Farm 

RettunUlg  to  Rosedale.  the  high- 
way leads  ea.stward  to  Hope,  the 
head  of  navigation  on  the  Fraser  for 
the  ardent  spirits  wl-.o  penetrated 
the  Interior  In  the  early  days  of  the 
great  gold  rush.  At  Rope  he  will 
find  an  excellent  auto  camp  at 
which  numerous  parties  stop  for  the 
nl^t.  leaving  there  the  following 
morning  in  order  to  make  the 
passage  of  the  Fraser  and  ReU*! 
Gate  Canyons  In  daylight. 

From  Hope  eastward  and  then 
northward  through  the  great  chasm 
worn  by  the  river,  each  mile  of  road 
has  an  Interest  and  an  inspiration 
of  Its  own.  The  scenery  of  the 
canyon  becomes  more  beautthd  aa 
he  proceeds,  attaining  Us  dimax 
at  Hell's  Oftte.  where  the  raging 
abaters  of  the  river  hurl  themselves 
madly  agnln.st  their  walls  of  .sf)ltd 
rock  a.s  the  narrow  gorge  checlu 
their  ambient  rare. 

Elsewhere  In  the  great  canyon 
there  are  scenes  hardly  less  inq>ir- 
Ing.  The  road  Is  In  places  a  thou- 
sand feet  above  the  river.  The  two 
lines  of  railway  that  follow  Its  hanks 
or  pass  through  tunnels  and  the 
trains  that  pmlss  below  are  a  somre 
of  constant  Interest  and  .^erve  to 
augment . one's  8en.se  of  proportion 
In  the  clear  air  of  the  region  the 
sight  of  steam  arising  from  a  tiny 
enctQe  far  below  the  motorist  en- 
able* him  to  leaHK  the  vastness  of 
this  canyon. 

The  road  is  truly  n  marvelous  feat 
of  engineering  F-.r  miles  it  Is 
equipped  witli  a  low  parapet  which 
gives    a    sen.se    of    sreiirlr\    to  the 

traveler.  Emerging  from  the  Fraser 
Canyon,  many  historical  landmarks 
ar*  passed.  leoaUloc  the  early  davs 
of  the  prevlnee  and  the  lure  of  gold 
in  the  Yiftiea  and  'HxUes.  The  In- 
dian village  of  Kanaka  lies  on  a 
wide  bench  to  the  north  of  the 
eanvon  .Small  orchards  and  hay- 
fields  mark  the  meiuic  of  the  In- 
dians subsistence  In  th( 
days.

The  drying  proceu  requires  a  con- 
siderable degree  of  skill,  the  aim 
being  to  develop  the  sugar  of  the 
prune  without  changing  its  flavor 
or  detracting  from  ita  fruity  char- 
acter. By  one  method  of  drying, 
the  prunes  arc  placed  in  ovens  and 
dried  in  a  short  time,  tjut  the  usual 
method  is  to  diy  the  prunes  m  the 
&un.  Belorc  heinn  pl.iced  in  tlie 
hun  to  diy.  tiie  prunes  are  Ilrsl 
immersed  in  a  mild  lye  solution  and 
then  treated  to  a  cleansing  both  oi 
ttcalding  water.  The  use  of  sulphur 
in  curing  prunes  has  been  almost 
entirely  discontinued  owing  to  the 
drastic  pure  food  laws  which  dis- 
courage the  ueo  of  sulphur  or  sal-

Headings  In  newspapers  confusing 
motoreyoles  with  bicycles  in  re- 
porting aeddsnts  havs  caused  some 
misapprehension  in  the  public  mind 
in  regard  to  the  safety  of  the  bi- 
cycle. On  this  point  Mr,  J.  W. 
Olbson,  general  manaKer  of  the 
Caruida  Cycle  and  Motor  Co.,  says; 

*The  records  show  that  during  the 
year  liM  in  Ontario  there  were  only 
eleven  bicycle  fataUtles.  whUe  horse- 
drawn  vehicles  were  responsible  for 
three;  lit*  by  r.alllrg  of  flying  Ob- 
ject, th:rtv.  iniurrd  by  animals, 
twenty-four;  falls,  drownings,

Palace 
Yard,  in  the  Cathedral  precincts, 
Glouoaster,  England,  recently. 

Bom  at  Olouoester  on  June  21, 
1863,  Alfred  HoiiMrt  Brewer  was 
educated  at  the  Cathedral  .School. 
He  was  for  lour  ye;irs  a  boy  rlior- 
Ister  In  the  Cnlhedra!  nnd  a  pupil 
ol  Dr  C.  HarfoM;  i.i  .  M 
organist.  Organ  appouitments  at 
two  Gloucester  churches— St.  Cath- 
erine's and  St.  Mary  de  Crypt— fol- 
lowed hie  firat  appolntmoat  aa  or- 
ganist, coming  when  he  was  only 
itateon  years  old.  In  1883  he  suc- 
ceeded Parratt  at  8t.  OUes.  Oxford, 
and  a  year  later  became  organ 

schol.ir  at  Kxeter  College.  The  win- 
ning of  the  tnst  open  organ  .^chol- 
ar.sllip  at  t!ie  r.mal  College  ol  Mu- 
Sic  led  t4i  a  i)ei;od  of  study  under 
0lr  Walter  P.irratf  fSeptenibei.

"By  "Bb.soUjtc  inu.sic'  I  incaii  Mfiit;,' 
bfcaiise  .SOUK  i*"'  the  purest  and  most 
untrainiiiflpd  form  of  mii.sic  It  i.i  at 
oiKc  primeval  and  divine,  the  ex- 
pression of  man  and  of  the  angels. 
The  necessity  to  alng  U  aa  old  as 
the  necessity  to  worship,  and  the 
divine  arts  of  music  and  poetry 
emerged  hand  In  hand  from  the 
i.irkiipss  iif  savage  ages  to  be  a 
,  .i>si '  H  and  a  power  In  the  hearts 
of  men  .Sounds  without  words 
are  of  no  avail  as  tlie  expression  of 
an  overcharged  .soul.  Therefore, 
poetry  Is  linked  to  music  (not  nec- 
eeaarUy  mtialc  to  poetry,  thoufh 
poetry  la  aong  in  Itself,  and  no  one 
can.  In  my  opinion,  approach  the 
shrine  of  song  unless  led  by  poetry*, 
and  poetry  and  music  allied  are 
truly  divine.  A  great  writer  lof 
prose)  has  said:  "The  devil  can  do 
many  things.  But*  the  devil  can- 
not write  poetry  .  .  .  Among  all 
the  temptations  wherewith  he 
tempted  St  Anthony,  though  we  i 
have  often  leen  it  stated  that  he 
howled,  we  have  never  aeen  u 
stated  that  he  sang.

Bee- 
thoven's "Egmont"  overture,  which 
was  inspired  by  the  brave  and  un- 
availing resistance  of  Count  Eg- 
mont to  the  iron  forces  of  the 
Spanish  InquLsillon  in  the  Low 
Countries;  the  ."^^ame  composer's 
"F;roi(  a"  .Svmphoin  ,  iir  pil  ed  bv  the 
meteoric  rl.se  of  the  young  Napol- 
eon from  the  terrible  aftermntii  of 
the  French  Revolution;  Tschaikow- 
Kky's  "1812"  overture,  which  arose 
from  the  bwnlng  of  Moscow  before 
the  advances  of  Napoleon;  Wag- 
ner's opera,  "Rlensl."  inspired  by 
the  fate  of  the  laxt  of  the  Homan 
Tribunes;  Chopin's  '■Polonaises," 
which  are  each  a  picture  of  Poland's 
CiiRic  struggle  for  victory. 

In  the  realm  of  poetry  she  re- 
ferred te  Byron's  "Isles  of  Greece." 
Homer's  "Iliad"  and  lesser  epics. 
To  illustrate  the  power  of  music 
in  the  realm  of  human  emotion.

The  Arlon  Club  wa.s  organized  in 
1892  and  is  now  the  oldest  male 
voice  choir  In  Canada.  For  thirty- 
six  years  it  has  played  a  prominent 
part  in  the  social  and  musical  life 
of  Victoria.  It  was  originated  by 
a  number  of  men  who  met  once  a 
week  for  the  pleasure  c,f  slngiiu:  to- 
gether. After  a  time  their  Iriends 
a.sked  them  to  give  a  concert.  This 
was  done,  and  from  thi.s  emanated 
the  Idea  of  giving  regular  concert,s 
to  their  friends,  who  volunteered  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  concerts 
by  becoming  associate  members  at 
a  small  annual  fee. 

The  club  has  continued  alone;  these 
llne,<»  until  the  present  day,  and  now 
number.,  .-ixty  active  meatbSta  and 
1(00  a.sKU(  late  members. 

The  club  has  taken  part  in  many 
ofTlclal  and  seml-offlclal  functions, 
one  of  the  earliest  of  which  was 
the  opening  of  the  Parliament 
Buildings  in  VlctOTla. 

During  the  War,  although  its 
ranks  were  depleted  by  many  who 
were  .serving  overseas  and  in  other 
war  servlcf- ;.  the  remaining  niem- 
hers  carried  on  tlie  woik  Not  only 
were  the  regular  concerts  continued, 
but  the  riiib  also  gave  frequent 
entertainments  at  the  Willows,  army 
hospitals,  naval  station,  and  other 
lervlee  institutions,  and  also  sang 
for  the  Red  Cross  Society  and  other 
patriotic  organizations. 

The  club  does  not  aim  to  ac- 
nimulate  funds.     The  active  mrni' 
bers.  Including  the  conductor,  not 
only  give  their  services  free  but  also 
subscribe  three  dollars  each,  an- 
nually, to  defray  cost  of  rehoaraala.

A  MacCrlmmon  who,  having  mar- 
rkd  a  St  Kllda  woman,  had  settled 
on  that  remote  Island,  toM  the 

family  tradition  as  it  had  been 
handed  down  to  him.  It  was  that 
the  MacLeod  of  the  day  went  on  a 
crusade  on  the  staff  of  King  Alex- 
ander of  Scotland,  and  when  he  was 
passing  through  Italy  came  across 
the  first  MacCrimmon  and  brought 
hlmt  back  with  him  to  Dimvegan. 
But  whatever  the  origin  of  the  race, 
there  Is  no  doub(  that  never  before 
nor  since  has  Scotland  seen  such 
composers  of  pipe  music 

It  must  be  remembered,  when 
thinking  of  the  old  hereditary 
pipers,  that  the  music  of  the  High- 
land pipe  was  not  the  reel  of  the 
present  day,  but  the  Oeol  Mor,  or 
Big  Mttsle.  Now  the  Ceol  Mor  or 
Piobalreachd,  as  it  Is  sometimes 
called,  is  the  classical  music  of  the 
i!  Khl.ind  pipe.  Ceol  Mor  might  be 
a  l.uiient,  a  gathering  or  a  salute  — 
and  this  is  a  point  to  be  remem- 
h<  red,  as  so  many  |H-ople  nowadays 
I  ave  the  idea  that  a  composition  of 
Ceol  Mor,  or  Piobalreachd,  Is  built 
from  the  ground  work  or  theose,  the

There  is 
a  beauty  end  wonderful  pathos  in 
this  tune,  end  the>aad  variations 
follow  each  other  with  the  music  of 
running  water.  It  is  one  of  the 
most  testing  competitions  in  Ceol 
Mor,  and  there  are  not  half  a  dozen 
pipers  .illve  trxlav  who  ran  play  It 
well.  This  Piobalreachd  was  com- 
posed in  memeory  of  seven  sops  of 
the  composer,  all  of  whom  died 
within  a  year. 

The  college  of  piping  founded  by 
the  MacCrlmmons.  was  celebrat<'d 
both  In  Scotland  and  Ireland  It 
■."•as  considered  an  honor  to  be  a 
pupil  under  the.se  master  players, 
and  to  the  college  came  other  here- 
ditary pipers  -the  MacKarters,  the 
MacKays,  the  MacXntyres  and 
ethers.  It  was  considered  that  no 
pupil  was  proficient  imtll  he  had 
studied  at  BoreralR  under  Mac- 
Crlmmon for  at  least  seven  years. 
This  Is  not  to  be  wondered  at  when 
it  is  realized  that  ,i  simile  compo- 
.Mfion  Ol  Ceol  More  takes  certainly 
(li'en  minutes  and  .sometimes 
twenty,  or  even  twenty-flvc  minutes, 
to  play  through,  that  each  compo- 
sition had  to  be  learned  by  heart, 
and  by  each  pupil  before  he  com- 
pleted his  course  at  the  college  and 
had  ma.*t/>re<1  ftillv  tunes.

Organist 

Leslie  .Stuart,  church  organist  who 
became  successful  compaser  uf  musi- 
cal comedies,  is  dead  in  London  at 
the  age  of  sixty-four.  Mr.  Stuart 
had  been  ailing  for  months,  but  re- 
cently his  health  had  Improved  and 
he  was  able  to  attend  several  first 
night  performances. 

He  was  the  first  Englishman  to 
write  (  oon  songs,"  composing  them 
more  than  thirty  years  ago  and 
making  a  great  hit  here.  In  1899 
he  composed  the  opnetta  whose 
name  always  Is  linked  with  lemi- 
nlscences  of  the.  "ntaMtlee— ^Tloro- 
dora." 

In  hi',  youth  he  was  organist  to 
the  Roman  Catholic  Cathedral  In 
Salford  for  seven  years,  and  for  the 
next  seven  years  he  was  eagegod  in 
a  similar  capacity  in  Manchester. 

He  went  to  London  in  189,'>  and 
wrote  "Louisiana  Lou  "  for  FlUvllne 
Terriss,  in  "The  Shop  Girl  '  He 
soon  establLshed  a  reputation  with 
the  song  "Soldiers  of  the  Queen," 
which  became  quite  the  rage  In 
1895-00  hi  London,  and  waa  sung  as 
"SokUen  of  the  King"  by  Rrltlsh 
troops  in  the  Oreat  War. 

His  other  musical  comedies  In- 
cluded "The  Silver  .slipper,"  "TTie 
Schoolgjrl."  "The  Bel  ■  .  '  Mayfalr,  " 
"Havana,"  "Captain  Kidd."  "The 
Slim  Prlncese,"  "Peggy"  and  "Bub- 
bles." 

In  1915  he  appeared  oji  the  vaud. 
vlllc  stage  in  England  a;;  atcom- 
)anLst  to  his  daughter.  May  Leslie 
Stuart,  in  song!  of  his  own  com- 
position. 

Subsequently  he  spent  some  years 
In  the  United  States,  writing  the 

score  for  "The  Midnight  Frolic,"  of 

New  York,  in  1017 

In  1921  he  returned  to  England, 
resuming  his  appearances  on  the 
vaudeville  stage,  playing  his  own 
compositions.

But  that  is  the  fashion.  Tlie  new  Idea 
is  to  let  the  parent  control  the  child  by 
forbidding  nothing.  They  say  the  woriit 
thing  in  the  world  is  to  inhibit  the  Uttle 
one  by  refusing  It  anything.  T  sometimes 
wonder  If  the  logical  i  i  n.seii  if  ii' '  of  this 
is  that  the  t>est  way  tu  make  &  chUd,  or, 
for  that  matter,  any  grown-up  child,  do 
rii^t  would  be  to  say  to  him  or  her:  "Do 
work.  Do  nothing  that  is  unplsaaant. 
1  forbid  you  to  refrain  from  setting  fire  to 
the  neighbor's  house.  The  only  crime  in 
the  world  is  restraint,  and  the  only  way 
to  make  you  do  right  is  by  not  asking  you 
to  do  right;  perhi^is  It  Is  even  more  ef- 
fective to  demand  of  you  that  you  do 
wrong." 

We   are   lust  passing  out  of  that 

cloud  of  nonsense.  For  some  perverse  rea- 
sm,  we  are  always  throwing  the  tiUer  of

We  are  just  steering  bkck  from  a  revolt 
against  authority  and  discipline.  Perhaps 
we  may  push  too  far  and  have  a  period 
when,  disgusted  by  chaos,  we  wlU  see  more 
MussoUnia,  more  dictators,  more  ranitraU- 
Izatlon  of  authority  yes.  sometimes  With 
the  real  consent  and  satisfaction  Of  thosa 
who  are  governed 

We  are  all  striving  to  build  a  world  that 
can  be  ruled  by  love  alone.  We  have  been 
striving  for  tens  of  thoiisands  of  years. 
But  if  love  alone  will  not  row  our  boat, 
we  have  need  of  soma  authority  and  dls- 
cipUne. 

There  was  a  practical  good  .sen.se  about 
the  boatswain  of  a  lifeboat  who  heard  one 
'husky  minister  sajrlng  to  another  minis- 
ter. "Brother,  we  must  pray  '  Walter 
Camp,  the  great  apostle  of  American  ath- 
letics and  good  sportsmanship,  used  to 
tell  the  story.  Be  said  the  boatswain 
spoke  up  and  said:  *liet  the  Uttle  one  pray. 
The  big  one  can  take  an  oar."

after  the  hard  frosts  begin.  The  secret  lies 
In  the  mailced  success  achieved  In  recent  years 
With  the  "everbearing"  variety,  in  the  past 
amateurs  and  experimenters  have  amused 
themselves  with  "everbearing"  strawberries  to 
some  extent,  but  recently  in  certain  sections 
the  cultivation  has  been  on  a  auffldent  scale 
to  develop  n  market  value. 

Tlie  Alpine  strawberry,  indigenous  to  some 
parts  of  the  European  Alps  and  frufUng  f  rtm 
early  Summer  to  Fall,  ha.s  been  cultivated  for 
160  years,  but  has  never  become  of  conuncrclal 
Importance  because  of  tu  sman  fruit.  Burope 
ha.s  developed  other  varletjp',  -vith  larger  fruit, 
but  none  of  these  has  proved  desirable  In  this 
country.  Growers  have  developed  their  own 
from  .1  plant  that  by  chance  was  found  in  the 
United  States  one  day  In  September.  lg08, 
bearing  fruit  and  bhMsoms  In  all  stages  of  de- 
velopment The  plant  wa,s  straightway  set

The<rio* 
glan.f  acclaim  theology  '  "the  queen  of  the

!;cionce.s:  the  ph- .  ici'  t  that  hl.s  sphere  em- 
braces the  wide  doiuaUu  of  matter  and  space. 
Horticulturists  make  no  extravagant  claims  for 
their  botanizing,  but  it  mu.st  be  obvious  to 
anyone  v/ho  has  given  the  i>ubject  serious 
thought  that,  elnee  all  life  hcre^  depends  pri- 
marily on  ^plant  life,  botany  to  the  sc^anee  of 
sciences.

The  broker  dtspoeed  of  the  stock  a  few 
days  toter  and  handed  hto  cUent  a  cheque  for 
something  like  133,000  And  now  the  client  to

Your  Introduction  to  mining  stock  perhaps 
won't  happen  as  profitably  as  that,  but  It  will 
happen  sonehow.

There  are 
other  brokers  who  will  let  you  buy  on  a 
margin  of  thirty  ivr  rent  or  even  less  Tliese 
are  the  venturesome,. or  rather  the  ones  who 
want  you  to  be  vctureaome.  The  usual  margin 
required  on  mining  stocks  by  the  better  broken 
In  Toronto  Is  a  minimum  of  fifty  per  cent. 

If  your  broker  is  of  the  latter  variety  you 
win  have  to  send  him  a  eheqtte  for  half  of 

the  $247    plus    his    commission.     Tlien  tho 
hundred  shares  of  Whl7j:bgng  are  yours. 

Tou  are  liable  to  mtoundetitand  what  that 

margin  means  If  Whi7.zbang  starts  to  go 
down  Instead  of  up  you  may  think  that  your 
fifty  per  cent  margin  covers  you  until  it  faUs 
fifty  per  cent  to  1J4  a  share,  and  as  that  to 
unlikely  vo«i  think  vou  have  nothing  to  worry 
about.

If  you  afs  dealing  with  a  good  broker  he 
wiU  not  seU  you  out  unless  he  Is  forced  to  do 
so.  because  he  will  be  anxious  to  protect  hto 
client  from  taking  a  loss.  The  brokerage  firm 
to  which  I  referred  above  lias  practically  never 
sold  out  a  eUent  without  hto  consent  and  often 
carries  an  account  with  lt.s  own  money  tinttl 
the  market  Improves.  But  there  are  other 
brokers  who  wlU  encourage  you  to  trade  on  a 
Mlm  inarRln  nnd  who  'yill  rell  yr  u  1,11'  cold- 
bloodedly on  the  first  break  ui  the  unarket. 

The  choice  of  broker  Is  unportant  for  other 
reasons  as  weU,  for  there  are  numerous  ways 
in  which  an  unacn9ul9us  broker  can  cheat 
hto  clients. 

One  method  to  by  manipulation  of  orders 

to  buy  or  sell  at  ttu-  market,  Just  as  jrou 
bought  your  hundred  shares  of  Whtoibang. 

In  that  ease  the  floor  man -got  it  for  you  at 
-47  Uurlni?  the  day,  however  It  may  have 
touched  2.h3,  and  there  are  brokers  who  would 
report  to  you  next  day  that  they  had  bought 
tor  you  at  3.51  or  343  instead  of  X47.  The 
difference  would  go  In  their  pockets 

Similarly.  If  you  give  an  order  to  sell  100 
sharea  of  Whtoriatng  at  the  market  with  the 

price  dtirltiK  the  day  niOnlng  from  2  B4  to  2  96 
the  broker  may  sell  at  3.13  and  report  to  you 
that  he  sold  n  at  gSJg.  The  differanea  again 
goes  In  his  pocket. 

If  you  remonstrate  with  him  and  point  out 
that  your  order  went  In  at  and  aueh  an 
hour  when  the  price  wa.v  l)ett«r  he  will  ex- 
plain that  there  were  a  great  many  orders 
ahead  of  yours  and  yours  wasn't  executed  until 
some  time  toter. 

According  to  reliable  brokers,  there  Is  not  a 
gi«at  deal  of  thto  practice  in  Canada  but  there 
to  enough  of  It  to  amka  onan  eholeB  of  broker 
important. 

What  **Burheting''  Meant 

\  STILL  more  dishonest  practice  is  what  ts 
called  -bucketing  "   It  is  against  the  tow 
and  to  said  to  be  practieaUy  negligible  In 
most  parts  of  rnnada.  Mit  It  to  a  bualaaoa 
worth  knowing  about. 

In  bucketing  the  broker  simply  cxeeataa  no 
orders  at  all  He  takes  all  his  client  s  morey 
and  puu  It  in  hto  own  account,  charpes  them 
aoran  par  aant  an  thair  maritaal  loans  and 
'ell<  them  otit  on  the  !ea«;t  '■xftis"  He  to 
betting  that  on  the  average  the  market  wlU 
go  iigalnat  hto  eltanto.  He  to  really  a  boek- 
mw'"'  •  .'h  strnk"!  instead  of  home!',  and  it 
U  lus  gantc  to  inlluence  the  market 
Ma  bttbata  if  ha  eaa. 

If  a  broker  of  thU  type  has  a  number  i»f 
tftoata  buying  Whlmbang  on  sUm  maiilpa  ha 
win  «nr  ta  tBTK  WMa*ai«  down  latf  ooll 
Ihaa  dkt.  Be  in  tnu  in  a  number  of 
waya.  partieuUri>  u  the  market  lends  Itoeif 
to  a  fall  In  prices. 

He  can  ctrcutote  unfavorable  reports  about 
Whkabang  for  a  couple  of  dim  tn  -start  wUh 
and  oven  advertise  m  the  papers  hts  advtee

Selling  short  Is  being  a  bear  on  the  market, 
buying  to  being  a  bun.  In  New  Torti  thara  to 
oaually  a  fairly  even  proportion  betwean  badia 


and  bulls  and  the  likelihood  of  any  protracted 
movement  one  way  or  the  other  to  dbnlnlshad. 
In  the  Canadian  mnrkefv  the  practire  of  short 
.'<clllng  is  less  common  and  mauy  brokers  re- 
gard thto  as  a  waakneaa,  beaauae  as  soon  as 
a  stock  starts  dpwn  the  bears  begin  to  buy  In 
order  to  take  their  profits  and  the  situation 
to  equahaed.
